Each year the Auburn Uni- 
versity wildlife specialist is- 
sues 14 rules on firearm safe- 
ty along with this remark, ‘If 
every hunter would follow these 
simple rules, the gravestone 
selling business would slow 
down a little.” . 

Here are his rules; 

1, Treat any gun as though 
it is a primed stick of dyna- 
mite - even if you think it’s 
unloaded, 

2, Never carry 
into an 
house, 

3, Before loading, make sure

4, Carry guns in such a way 
that you can control the direc- 
tion of the muzzle - in case 
you happen to stumble. 

5. Be sure of your target 
before you pull the trigger.

Try Lo-Cal

A frostbitten, well-kept 
lawn is attractive during 
winter months, so why go 
to the expense of overseed- 
ing with a competitive win- 
ter grass? 

Extension agronomist O, 
N. Andrews saysmany Ala- 
bama homeowners are find- 
ing that any grass planted 
on established lawns com- 
petes for food nutrients and 
retards spring growth. If 
poor management and fer- 
tilization is practiced inthe 
spring, established sods 
may be damaged and be- 
come completely destroyed 
Over a period of years. 

Andrews says. centi- 
pedegrass especially can’t 
stand fertilization that’s so 
necessary for keeping win- 
ter grasses green. High 
rates of fertilizer usually 
injure this grass.

Post Office Says 
“Hands Off” 


To Pranksters 


“The Postal Inspection 
Service warns pranksters 
to leave mail boxes alone 
unless they want to 
face prosecution. It is a 
violation of Federal law 
to injure, destroy or do 
damage to a letter box, or 
any Other receptacle used 
to receive mail or to de- 
liver it. Likewise, it is a 
violation of Federal law 
to damage, open, or other- 
wise tamper with any mail 
in mail boxes. The Postal 
Inspector in Charge at 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
has stated that a thorough 
investigation will be made 


of any complaint about 
damaged mail boxes or 
mistreatment of mail 


therein, and a full report 
of the investigation will be 
presented to the Depart- 
ment of Justice,

County Roads To 
Be Resurfaced 


The road system in Cof- 
fee County will get 23 miles 
of smoother riding sur- 
faces, according to the 
State Highway Depart- 
ment’s report of its Octo- 
ber 15 contract letting. 

This extensive re- 
surfacing project on roads 
throughout the county 
brought in a low bid of 
$349,000 from Green Con- 
struction Company of Union 
Springs. 

Highway officials said 
the entire October letting 
totaled $10.5 million for 
24 projects in 21 counties,

study the economy sizes

But watch her in her fa- 
vorite dress shop. Chances 
are she’ll still study prices 
and do some figuring--and 
then tell the clerk, ‘‘Charge 
it. 

“Here is where most 
of us forget our money 
saving,’ says Elizabeth 
Bryan, Auburn University 
home economist. ‘‘We 
simply don’t know how 
much we’re paying for 
credit.”’ 

“J'd venture to say,” 
adds the Extension speci- 
alist, ‘“‘that few folks really 
understand any interest 
rates except simple ones-- 
and little creditis extended 
on a simple interest ba- 
sis,”’ 

Instead, it’s usually fig- 
ured on a monthly, add-on 
or discounted basis. 

Stores and small loan 
companies often quote in- 
terest rates at one and one- 
half to three and one-half 
percent per month, This 
sounds cheap. But remem- 
ber that the yearly or true 
annual interest rate is this 
amount mulitplied by 12. 

With the add-on method, 

interest is added to the 
loan. For instance, a $6 
interest charge is added to 
a $100 loan, thus making. it 
$106. With 12 equal pay- 
ments it sounds like you're 
paying only six per cent, 
but by the last payment, 
you’re paying interest on 
money you've already paid 
back--or a real interest 
rate of a little more than 
ll per cent. 

Discounted loans deduct 
the interest rate from the 
original loan, Thus with $6 
from $100 you would get 
$94. Making 12 equal pay- 
ments on this amounts toan

Florida To 
Get New 
Disneyland 


Governor Haydon Burns 
announced Monday in 
Miami that Walt Disney En- 
terprises of California 
bought nearly 30,000 acres 
of land near Orlando for a 
tourist mecca greater in 
size and attractiveness 
than Disneyland. 

“In amplification*of the 
governor's announcement 
regarding a proposed Dis- 
ney project in central 
Florida,’ a Disney state- 
ment said, ‘‘officials of 
Walt Disney Productions 
would like to stress nofinal 
decision has been made to 
build such a project. 


“Several representa- 
tives of the Disney Com- 
pany have met with Gov- 
ernor Burns to discuss 
such a proposal. However, 
many areas of cooperation 
must yet be explored before 
a final decision can be 
reached,’’ 

The tract in Orange and 
Osceola Counties re- 
portedly cost about $5 mil- 
lion. It is located near 
Interstate Highway four in 
the Kissimmee area.
